The Roman Occupation of Britain. 

By JOHN G. WATSON. 

(Read before a meeting of the Detroit Coin Club, May 5, 1927.) 

At the time of the first invasion of Britain by Julius Caesar, in B. C. 55, 
we must imagine that country occupied by a semi-barbarous people, whose 
time was taken up by hunting and tilling the soil. True, for two or three 
centuries before this, Phoenicians had visited the island and traded with the 
natives for tin from the famous Cornwall mines. 

The Romans, who, in their conquests of Gaul, had often been harassed by 
the Britons who had gone over to help the Gauls, now decided to put a stop 
to this, so in B. C. 55 Julius Caesar passed over from Gaul and invaded the 
island with two legions of Roman soldiers. 

The intention seems to have been more with a view of obtaining from 
personal observation some knowledge of the country rather than with the 
intention of permanent conquest, as they returned to Gaul after remaining 
but a short time. However, during the following year Caesar invaded the 
island a second time and defeated the Britons in a series of engagements 
and was so enabled to cross the river Thames. The Britons submitted and 
promised to pay an annual tribute; but their subjugation was only nominal. 
Fearing the rigors of the British winter, Caesar then withdrew with his 
legions to Gaul. 

From this time to the reign of the Emperor Claudius the Britons were 
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left to themselves. This emperor visited the island in person in 43 A. D., 
having previously sent over a considerable army, composed of four legions, 
together with a proper proportion of auxiliary troops. One of these legions 
continued in the island until it was finally abandoned by the Romans. The 
Fourteenth legion was recalled by Nero, but was sent back again by Vitel- 
lius, and finally withdrawn in the reign of Vespasian. 

During the reigns of Nerva and Trajan we hear little of Britain. Hadrian 
became emperor in the year 117 A. D., and two years after this, in conse- 
quence of the turbulent state of the island, he visited it in person. It is 
due to this emperor that in England to this day, and especially in the north, 
there are so many evidences of the Roman Occupation, Owing to the fre- 
quent incursions of the Piets and Scots, he decided to erect a barrier or 
great wall reaching across the isle to present these. The wall commenced 
near the mouth of the river Tyne and stretched over to Bowness, on the 
Solway Firth, a distance of some 73 miles. The emperor himself did not 
remain long enough in the country to see the completion of this work, but 
left behind him Aulus Platorius Nepos, his legate and prepraetor, under 
whose supervision the work was carried forward. 

Incidentally, I have made several excursions to various parts of this wall 
and to some of the stations erected thereon, which, in many cases, are in a 
remarkable state of preservation. The wall passed through what is now the 
city of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and even to the present day, while excavations 
are being made for building purposes, remains in the form of engraved 
stones, altars, coins and pottery are found. I have here a few coins of this 
emperor, who, by the way, was noted for having visited more parts of his 
empire than any other Roman ruler. Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 are specimens of 
his coins. To Hadrian we owe the coin which is supposed to be the fore- 
runner of the reverse on the present-day bronze coinage of England. Un- 
fortunately, I do not possess a specimen of the coin, but I have here a 
drawing of it, along with coins of George V, which will show at a glance the 
resemblance. The type was first adopted by Charles II, I believe, and from 
that time on it has remained, with slight variations, as the reverse of the 
bronze coins. 

Antoninus Pius, as we know, succeeded Hadrian in 138 A. D., and during 
his reign a further barrier between the Firth of Forth and the Firth of 
Clyde was reared. Nos. 6, 7 and 8 are coins of Antoninus. 

Then followed Marcus Aurelius, during whose time Britain was in a 
turbulent state. Nos. 9 and 10 are two coins of this emperor. 

Other legates, Perennis, Pertinax, Albinus and Junius Severus, came in 
succession to Britain during the reign of Commodus, but their efforts were 
not successful in establishing permanent peace or even in preventing occa- 
sional seditions in the army itself. No. 11 is a coin of Commodus. He was 
strangled in 19 2 A. D., and was succeeded by Septimus Severus. When 
this emperor found himself firmly established on the throne he turned his 
attention to Britain. Owing to his representatives not being able to bring 
about peace or compel the submission of the natives, he went over in person 
in the year 208 A. D., taking with him his sons, Caracalla and Geta He 
spent much time in making preparations, gathering troops from all quarters 
improving the roads and repairing the wall, which had been damaged by 
previous incursions. In 209 A. D., all being ready, he advanced against the 
Caledonians. He spent three years in this enterprise and lost 50,000 men. 
No 12 is rather a rare coin of Septimius celebrating his victories in Britain. 

Caracalla, Geta, Elagabalus and Severus Alexander all had something to 
do and say in the government of the island, as many stones have been found 
on the line of the wall recording their names. 

No. 13 is a coin of Caracalla. 

During the reign of Gallienus, 259 A. D,, a large number of usurpers 
arose which are commonly known as the thirty tyrants. Some of these, in- 
cluding Victorinus, Postumus, the two Tetrici, Laelianus and Marius, are 
supposed to have been acknowledged in Britain, as their coins are found 
there in greater abundance than on the continent. Nos. 14, 15, 16, 17 and 
18 are coins of Gallienus, Postumus and Victorinus. It is to be noted that 
during the reign of Gallienus the practice of putting the mint marks on coins 
commenced. 

In 28 7 A. D. Carausius, who had charge of a fieet to repress piracy in the 
English Channel, revolted, and assumed the sovereignty of Britain, which 
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is retained for four years. No. 19 is a coin of Carausius bearing the London 
mint mark, and is scarce. 

Roman mints were not established in Britain until the time of this em- 
peror, who, of course, ruled in Britain only. Two mints were founded, one 
at London and the other at Colchester. 

In 293 A. D. he was treacherously slain by Allectus, who then assumed 
the government of the island. No. 20 is rather a rare coin of this ruler 
struck in London. 

Between the time of Allectus and that of Constantine the Great no money 
was coined in Britain, and then only the London mint was used. 

Then, in 29 6 A. D., Constantins Chlorus repaired to Britain, slew Allectus, 
and restored the country to its allegiance to Rome. He eventually died at 
York, and his son Constantine, afterwards named the Great, succeeded to 
the throne. 

No. 21 is a coin of Chlorus, and Nos. 22, 23, 24 and 25 are coins of Con- 
stantine the Great struck at the London mint. 

When Valentinian succeeded, in 37 5 A. D., Britain was in a deplorable 
state. Piets, Scots and Saxons made it the object of incessant attacks. It 
was about this period that the following incident, which is recorded in the 
London humorous paper. Punch, occurred: 

“A batch of prisoners, Piets and Scots, had just been brought in when an 
officer came along and said to the orderly who had charge of them: “Piets 
and Scots, a rum lot eh? How do you know which is which?” 

“It is difficult, sir,” said the orderly, ‘‘but our system is to throw a few 
denarii among them — the Piets never get any.” 

In 38 3 A. D. Magnus Maximus, who had been sent to Britain to repel the 
incursions of these marauders, was proclaimed emperor by the soldiers, 
and in order to support his claim he passed over to the continent with his 
forces, draining the island of its youth. 

The year 407 A. D. was a season of continued tumult in Britain. The 
soldiers successively invested Marcus, Gratianus and Constantine HI with 
the purple. Nos. 26 and 27 are coins of Gratianus. 

It will be remembered that only a few years earlier than this the empire 
had been divided into East and West, and the Romans were now evidently 
losing their grip on Britain. In 410 A. D. Honorius, harassed by the Goths 
and other enemies, wrote to the Britains informing them he was no longer 
able to help them, and they must look to themselves for safety. Nos. 28 
and 29 are coins of Honorius. 

The Saxon Chronicle, a rare collection of historical records, says that “in 
418 A. D. the Romans collected all the treasures that were in Britain; some 
they hid in the earth, so that no one since has been able to find them, and 
some they carried with them into Gaul.” 

In 446 A. D., during the reign of Valentinian HI, Britain was finally 
abandoned by the Romans, after they had drained the country of many of 
its resources. And so ended the Roman occupation of Britain.

HOW ABOUT ATTENDING THE HARTFORD CONVENTION. 

For the third time in its history, the American Numismatic Association 
will hold its annual convention in New England. This year it will be held 
in Hartford, Conn. In 1914 Springfield, Mass., entertained the convention 
and in 19 21 we were the guests of Boston, Mass. The program for the 
Hartford convention has been completed and is printed elsewhere in this 
issue.

The suggestion was adopted 
and the President sent the first $20 piece coined to his friend, Dr. Bigelow, 
in memory of his having made the suggestion. This identical coin has now 
come into the possession of the Massachusetts Historical Society.

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In Honor of Lindbergh’s Flight. 


Of tliG nuniGrous medals that will probably be issued commemorating in 
some form the New York-to-Paris flight of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, May 
20-21, 1927, the one issued by his St. Louis flnancial backers will easily 
rank among the most meritorius. 

This medal is illustrated here, from photographs of the sculptor’s model. 
It is 3 % inches in diameter and was designed by Sculptor Julio Kilenyi, of 
New^ York City. We are indebted to Mr. Leslie P. Huey, manager of the St. 
Louis office of the Whitehead & Hoag Company, by whom the medals were 
struck, for the photographs. 


On the obverse in the foreground is a standing flgure of Liberty in a joy- 
ful attitude, her head gracefully thrown back as she gazes at the airplane, 
the Spirit of St. Louis, overhead. In her outstretched right hand she holds 
a fleur-de-lis, and in her left hand a United States shield. At the sides in 
the background, are, on the left, the Statue of Liberty, and on the right the 
Eiffel Tower. 

On the reverse is shown the Earth, the lower half submerged in clouds 
with a dotted line showing the route taken by Colonel Lindbergh. Above 
soars the airplane. Below, the following inscription in five lines- “COM- 
MEMORATING THE FIRST NEW YORK-PARIS FLIGHT BY CAPT. 
CHARLES A. LINDBERGH “SPIRIT OF ST. LOUIS” NEW YORK MAY 
20th PARIS MAY 21st 1927.” 

Two thousand medals in bronze have been ordered struck and specimen^i 
will be sent to museums in the United States, France, England, Belgium 
and other leading museums throughout the world. 

Three medals will be struck in 14-k. gold. One will be presented to 
Colonel Lindbergh, one to his mother and one to President Coolidge. Twen- 
ty-five will be struck in silver for presentation to Ambassador Herrick, the 
Kings of England and Belgium, the President of France, the Mayor of Paris 
and other prominent public officials. 

Mr. Kilenyi, the designer of the medal, is well known as a sculptor of 
unusual ability. He went to St. Louis to complete the details of his models 
and spent several days at his hotel perfecting them before turning them 
over to the Whitehead & Hoag Company. He has executed medallic por- 
traits of President Coolidge, Woodrow Wilson, Warren G. Harding, Thomas 
A. Edison, Elbert H. Gary, Lord Northcliffe and other notables. He also 
executed the Distinguished Service Medal for the United States Navy and 
made the General Pershing Medal presented to him at the national demon- 
stration in New York City. He designed the medal commemorating the 
. over the North Pole, also the one commemorat- 

ing the flight of the Navy NC-4 across the ocean in May, 1919. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT MEDAL FOR LINDBERGH DESIGNED. 

The Lindbergh Medal” to be struck by the French Government mint will 
be finished shortly, based on a design by Georges Prudhomme, the noted 
artist. On the obverse will be Captain Lindbergh’s profile, while the reverse 
will bear the Latin inscription, “Alarum Remigio Vincta Primum Oceani 
Littora” (freely translated, “Conquered by flight, as fly the birds, for thp 
first time are the boundaries of the ocean.”) The inscription was drafted 
by a commission of the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres. 


LINDBERGH TO RECEIVE THE HUBBARD MEDAL. 

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president of the National Geographic Society, who 
has recently returned from France, has announced that Colonel Lindbergh 

would be awarded the highest honor conferred upon American explorers 

the Hubbard Medal. This medal has only been bestowed seven times in the 
history of the National Geographic Society. The most recent recipient was 
Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd, who received it at the hands of President 
Coolidge before members of the society on June 23, 1926, “for his epochal 
achievement in first reaching the North Pole by airplane.” 

The only other recipients of the Hubbard medal have been Rear-Admiral 
Robert E. Peary, 1906; Roald Amundsen, 1907; Capt. Robert A. Bartlett,

miir Stefansson, 1919. Owing to the fact that the medal could not be ready 
in time for Lindbergh’s visit to Washington upon his return to the United 
States, it will not be presented to him until a later date. Arrangements for 
the presentation have not yet been made. 

The Hubbard Medal makes no pretense of being an artistic production. 
The obverse bears a representation of the Western Hemisphere, with the in- 
scription, “National Geographic Society. Incorporated A. D. 18 88.’’ The 
reverse is always engraved, and in this instance it bears the following in- 
scription: “The Hubbard Medal. Awarded by the National Geographic 
Society to Charles A. Lindbergh for His Heroic Service to the Science of 
Aviation by His Solitary Flight From New York to Paris, May 20-21, 1927.” 


A LINDBERGH MEDAL FOR THE GENERAL PUBLIC. 

To supply a demand by the public for a worth-while memento of Colonel 
Lindbergh’s flight, the Medallic Art Company, New York City, immediately 
following his New York reception, issued a bronze medal two inches in diam- 
eter, which is illustrated here. The medal is uniface. 

It was reproduced by the company from the original models by Mr. Charles 
Louis Hinton, sculptor. It bears a large bust of Colonel Lindbergh. At 
the right of his head is shown his airship. Spirit of St. Louis. Inscription 
above the head, * THE AMERICAN * * EAGLE * Inscription below, divided 
by his bust, CHARLES LINDBERGH. NEW YORK TO PARIS 3 3 1/2 HRS. 
MAY 20-21, 1927.

This is probably the first time a meritorious medal has been successfully 
sold by department and jewelry stores along the usual “over-the-counter” 
methods. It shows the great interest of the public in the transatlantic 
flight and a desire on its part to have a substantial memento of the flyer 
and his remarkable receptions both at home and abroad. 


LINDBERGH AWARDED THE LANGLEY MEDAL. 

The Smithsonian Institution has awarded Colonel Lindbergh the Langley 
Medal, which in the nineteen years since its establishment has been given 
only to four others — Orville and Wilbur Wright, Glenn H. Curtis and Gustav 
Eiffel, a Frenchman. Colonel Lindbergh’s citation read: “For his magnifi- 
cent non-stop flight from New York to Paris.” 

The Langley Medal is an artistic production. The obverse has a female 
figure in loose draperies seated upon a globe holding a lighted torch in her 
left hand and a pen and scroll in her right hand, separating “Per Orbem.” 
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The reverse has in the center on a plain field, “Langley Medal. Aero- 
nautics.” At the sides are two lighted torches. Inscription above and be- 
low, “For the Increase and Diffusion of Knowledge Among Men. Smithso- 
nian Institution, Washington, 1846.” 


THE UNITED STATES DISTINGUISHED FLYING CROSS. 

Of the numerous decorations presented to Colonel Lindbergh none will, 
perhaps, be more highly prized than the new Distinguished Flying Cross 
which President Coolidge pinned on his breast at his Washington reception 
on June 11. He was the first to receive this new decoration. 

The designers are Miss Elizabeth Will and A. E. Dubois, employes in the 
office of the Quartermaster-General at Washington. The design was ap- 
proved by the Fine Arts Commission on May 28, with suggestions for slight 
changes in a few minor details. A rush order was placed with Bailey, 
Banks & Biddle, Philadelphia, for the first one in order to have it ready 
for Colonel Lindbergh on his arrival in Washington. 

The decoration is of bronze suspended from a silk ribbon. The colors of 
the ribbon are blue and white, with a narrow red stripe in the center. The 
cross consists of a 1^-inch cross patee, on which is superimposed a four- 
bladed airplane propeller projecting slightly beyond the ends of the cross. 
In the angles of the cross are sun rays, forming a square, typifying the 
glory and splendor of the deed for which the cross is awarded. 

Citations for the cross were presented to the army Pan-American flyers 
when they returned last spring from their swing around South America. 
The crosses will be presented to them later.

A NEW WORK ON MASONIC CHAPTER PENNIES. 

Several months ago it was announced that Edward A. King, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., had in preparation a work on Masonic Chapter Pennies, describing all 
known issues, which he contemplated publishing in the near future. Some 
details of his collection and of the forthcoming work are given in a recent 
letter to General Secretary Wilson, as follows: 

“About thirty years ago I began collecting Mark Pennies in a small way. 
The late Dr. B. P. Wright, W. R. Poillon, Benno Loewy and D. R. Gibson, 
of Hamilton, Ont., had already formed collections of their own. For the 
next twenty-five years I made little progress until after I came to Pittsburgh. 
There my friends encouraged me to build up a complete collection, which 
at this time numbers about 18,000 pennies. 

“Most of these will go to the House of the Temple, Supreme Council SS"*, 
at Washington, D. C., to which body they have been presented; and the 
second group will go to the Supreme Council 33° of the Northern Jurisdic- 
tion, at Boston. In Washington they will form a permanent exhibit, open 
to the public — both Masons and non-Masons — and visitors are admitted 
free to this beautiful edifice on almost every day in the year. 

“The Mark Penny as used by the Royal Arch Masons has an origin so 
ancient that we do not pretend to say when it was first used, but the records 
of the ‘tessara hospitalis’ are found long before the Christian era. In re- 
cent years, since Dr. Wright began encouraging the idea, the various Masonic 
Chapters have departed from the ordinary penny, which usually bears the 
name, number and location of the Chapter on the obverse and the keystone, 
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etc., on the reverse. We now find them bearing beautiful busts of men 
prominent not only in Masonry but in the history of our country. Local 
views and incidents, each of individual interest, are found on others, and i 
have personally found more than one thousand pennies, no two of which are 
alike. In my book on Masonic Chapter Pennies I have prepared twenty-two 
plates that will illustrate over five hundred varieties. These pennies are 
made of almost every kind of metal, of which copper and brass are the most 
common. But there are also pennies in solid gold and silver, aluminum, 
bronze and even iron, tin and lead. The last named were probably never 
intended for circulation. In past years many sets were made in copper, 
silver, aluminum and brass, but this has been largely discontinued. 

“At this time, with the exception of less than one hundred, I have the 
pennies of every Chapter using them in the United States, Canada, Cuba, 
Mexico, China, South America, Hawaii, Canal Zone and all other places 
where Chapters exist under American Jurisdiction. I am convinced that 
when the collection is placed in Washington it will be a revelation to numis- 
matists, especially in reference to the tremendous number of die varieties 
which exist. 

“It will also serve to stimulate interest among the Chapters and cause 
them to get away from pennies of poor craftsmanship and design. For in 
the collection they will find many exquisite specimens, marking a high type 
of design and die work, and in many cases preserving historical facts and 
expressing a loving sentiment for brothers who carved their own niche in 
the hall of fame. 

“To preserve for all time these little tokens of brotherly affection and 
place them where they may be constantly visited by those interested is the 
entire intent and purpose of this collection. The present completeness 
thereof is due solely to the splendid assistance and co-operation given me 
by Grand Officers of the various Grand Chapters in this country, and many 
other eminent brothers all over the world. 

“To my fellow members of the A. N. A. a very cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to view these pennies after they are placed on exhibit, which will be 
the latter part of this present year.” 


SIZE OF PAPER MONEY TO BE REDUCED. 

After many months — even years — of consideration, announcement is made 
that United States paper money of all classes will be reduced approximately 
one-third in size. The present size is 3 by 7 % inches. The new size will 
be 2 % by 6 inches — the same size as the paper money of the Philippine 
Islands. 

The Bureau of Printing and Engraving will begin turning out the new 
money in $1 denominations first. The Treasury, in its announcement, said: 

“In considering the program for the introduction of currency in the re- 
duced size, it has been decided that the initial production shall be confined 
to bills of the $1 denomination and to accumulate a sufficient stock of the 
new bills so that upon some future given date, later to be announced, all of 
the $1 bills of the larger size, then in circulation, can be redeemed upon 
demand. For this reason, the public should understand that no requests for 
specimens of the new currency can be considered until the smaller $1 bills 
make their initial appearance simultaneously in all parts of the country. 

“As soon as the work upon the preparation of designs and plates for the 
manufacture of the $1 notes is under way, work will be undertaken to pro- 
duce the larger denominations in the new size. As the period required to 
complete the program for the $1 currency will require possibly twelve 
months, no estimate regarding the time required to produce the larger de- 
nominations can at the present time be made.” 

“In connection with the change in size it will be necessary to make some 
changes in the design of the notes,” said Secretary Mellon. “These changes 
will not, however, be material, the new notes retaining virtually all the major 
characteristics of the present currency. Portraits now appearing on notes 
will be reallocated in some instances, in order to avoid repetition, the plan 
being to restrict the use of a particular portrait to a given denomination of 
currency, so that the presence of Washington’s portrait, for example, will 
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immediately identify the note as being of a given denomination, irrespec- 
tive ot class. 

“From the standpoint of convenience to the public, the Treasury believes 
that the change in the size of the currency should be made. From the 
standpoint of the Government, the change is justified because the proposed 
reduction in size will create substantial savings in the expense of manufac- 
turing, as well as in the cost of handling the currency. 

“From the time the paper is delivered by the mill until the notes are paid 
into circulation, an estimated gross saving amounting to almost 33 per cent, 
will be derived from the change in size. Each note will require one-third 
less paper and ink, its shipping weight will be reduced by one-third, and 50 
per cent, more notes will be produced by the same operation. An additional 
saving, the amount of which cannot be definitely estimated, will undoubt- 
edly be accomplished as a result of increased life of the smaller size notes, 
due to the fact, as above stated, that they will be less frequently creased 
and folded.”

aland, 1890, issued in 1927. 

By Mr. V. B. Crowther-Beynon: Elizabeth portcullis halfpenny and a 
series of early English or Anglo-Gallic jettons in illustration of paper. 

By Mr. Lionel L. Fletcher: A copper calendar of 1822, with bust of Sir 
Isaac Newton 

By Mr. Alan Garnett: A collection of silver-gilt and silver City Guild 
Livery Badges. These badges were given in silver to liverymen, and in gilt 
on joining the Court as Assistant or Warden. 

By Mr. J. O. Manton: A Coorg (Southern India) medal, believed to be 
unrecorded. The medal was in pewter, measured two inches in diameter 
and weighed 417 grs. It was given to his troops by Raja Vera Rejandra 
Woodiar, when in rebellion against the paramount power of the Honorable 
East India Company and previously to hostilities with the British Indian 
troops. The Persian inscription which appears on it was translated by 
Gen. Geo. H. Pearse as “Oh! Great God! I, your humble servant, do send 
this man to war, but in your protection and assistance I alone put my trust.’’ 
Mr. Siddon, of King’s College, however, translates it as “God gives the Vic- 
tory! Oh God praise to Thee Most High! — By the Command.” “Sri” 
(in Canarese) which appears on the medal is the name of the Hindu Divinity. 

ROYAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY. — April 21st. Percy H. Webb, Esq., 
Treasurer, in the chair. 

The evening was devoted to exhibitions. 

Mr. Henry Garside exhibited a British Imperial silver half crown, shilling 
and sixpence, and bronze penny, halfpenny, and farthing, all dated 1926 
and bearing on the obverse the remodelled effigy of His Majesty King George 
V by Sir Bertram Mackennal, R.A. 

Mr. C. J. Bunn showed a series of medals of the Wyons. 

Mr. Fredk. A. Harrison exhibited 10 coins of modern Spain, showing the 
change of unit, real, escudo, peseta and peso. 

Mr. H. W. Taffs showed a series of English patterns and proofs from 
Elizabeth to Victoria and a set of the London penny tokens (eighteenth 
century) with London buildings. 

Mr. P. H. Webb exhibited a series of Roman brass in very fine condition 
and a series of early Roman colonial bronze. 

Dr. S. Fairbairn showed a fine sestertius of Nero of the port of Ostia 
type, and another of Hadrian with reverse “Adv. Aug. Judaeae.” 

Mr. Gilbert read a short paper on “The Hog Money of Bermuda” and 
showed specimens of the shilling and sixpence. 

Colonel Morrieson exhibited a series of countermarked coins: A shilling 
of William and Mary countermarked with the arms of Zeeland; Charles II 
half crown, 1670, with a cross fieurie on face; Queen Anne half crown, 1706, 
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with a crowned F on the face; Queen Anne shilling, 1704, with “M. C.” in 
a rectangle on the face; George III shilling, 1758, with “E. S.” crowned in 
rectangle on the neck; George III shilling, 1787, with king’s head in an 
oval on face. 

Mr. A. H. F. Baldwin exhibited a remarkably fine denarius of Domitilla 
(Coh. 3) and an unpublished aureus of Caracalla (wt. 105 grains) with rev. 
Circus, and a siege crown of Charles I of Pontefract Castle (weight 3 62 25 
grains) . 

On behalf of Messrs. Spink & Son, Mr. M. S. Spink showed: 

Penny of Henry I, Hawkins type 4, struck at Wallingford; the extremely 
rare half groat of Richard HI with mm. boar’s head; Charles II, crown of 
1662, struck in gold; Charles 11, crown of 1664, struck in gold; Utrecht 
noble, imitated from the noble of Edward III of England. Obv., MONE 
NOVA ORDIN TRAIECTEN. Rev., RES. PARVAE. CRESCUNT. CONCOR- 
DIA.; Ghent half noble, imitated from the coinage of Edward III of Eng- 
land; dated 1581, about the time of the revolt of the city from the Spanish 
Dominion. Obv., MON. AUREA. METROPOL. GAND. FLAND.; Louis XVI 
d’or, imitation struck in silver gilt at Birmingham for distribution in France 
at the time of Hie Revolution with a view to embarrassing the Jacobin 
Government; a Napoleon five-franc piece countermarked by the Royalists 
of the Vendee. This party was self-styled the Chouans — a corruption of 
Chat-huant (owl), whose screech was adopted as war cry by their first chief. 
It prevailed among his followers long after his death in 1794. With one 
blow they put Napoleon’s eye out, and with another stamped the owl over 
his head; Second Republic five-franc piece countermarked by Napoleon HI; 
Early Roman Coinage. The excessively rare dupondius of the semilibral 
standard, issued probably for only two years, between 271 and 269 B. C. 
It was equivalent to one-fifth of the silver denarius. 

Messrs. B. A. Seaby, Ltd., showed: 

An antoninianus of Dryantilla. William I penny, type 7 of London; from 
the Rashleigh and Watters collections. One of the finest known of this type. 
William I penny, mule of types VII and VIII; William I “PAXS” penny, of 
very coarse work attributed to St. Davids; a very poor “Reddite” crown 
which is really rarer than the “Petition” crown; a Victoria pattern half 
crown with bust from the dies of the halfpenny; a Victoria penny, halfpenny 
and farthing in silver, of the highest rarity; a large gold medal of Crom- 
well; a gold and enamel memorial badge of Gustavus Adolphus; an interest- 
ing Liverpool badge; an early engraved badge; an early Steward badge of 
Shakespeare’s centenary; Brunswick 5 taler of Augustus, unusually fine; 
Brunswick 5 taler of Frederick Ulric, unusually fine; double “willow tree” 
taler of Hassia; sexagonal taler of Michael Apafi of Transylvania, very rare; 
an interesting “schautaler” of Maximilian of Austria, apparently struck, of 
colossal size.

MR. NICHOLS MENTIONS SOME OF HIS COINS. 

I have often thought that if we collectors would from time to time write 
short articles for The Numismatist, telling of some of the historical or odd 
and unusual specimens in their collections, a great many of the readers would 
enjoy reading them. The first two items I mention in my collection were 
received from a friend of mine, who was in the employ of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment in 1922-23, as follows: Ancient bronze Mongolian coin, which was 
presented by a native of Mongolia, this being the first white man he had 
ever seen. The other is a piece of the Sacred Chinese Death money, made 
out of cardboard and burned by priests during the burial ceremony of 
wealthy Chinamen and very difficult to secure. A few others I mention, as 
follows: 

Necessity money for the Island of Terceira, 1829, Portuguese colony, coin- 
age of Maria II, cast from bell metal during the Queen’s flight to the island 
in 1829. 

Two nickel coins of Belgium, 1895. Both have the same design on ob- 
verse and reverse. Inscription on one coin is in French, and on the other 
coin in Dutch. 

A set of the new coins of Albania, 1926, silver and nickel, my set being 
the first received at St. Louis. 

The first gold coin purchased for my collection some years ago is a United 
States $1, 1852, O mint, condition about uncirculated. This piece was one 
of 150 gold dollars found in my town at the home of an old invalid lady 
after her death. The coins were in an old trunk in a woodshed. 

At some future time I will send in an article on the early money of 
Missouri.

A NUMISMATIC STORY. 

An A. N. A. member sends the following “numismatic” story and suggests 
that in publishing it an invitation be extended to all members to submit 
other stories of some incidents in their collecting careers: 

I remember a little story that was Felated to me several years ago by a 
fellow salesman when we were working together on a deal. He learned 
that I was interested in coins and paper money and told me his experience 
in selling some Cuban bank notes shortly after the Spanish-American War. 

He enlisted and got as far as Tampa, when he was discharged and given 
transportation home. Instead of going North, he and his buddy went to 
Havana, and after loafing about a few days they discovered a shop that had 
formerly outfitted Spanish soldiers. They bought the stock of military but- 
tons for uniforms, took them back to Tampa, mounted them on cardboard 
and sold them quite readily to the soldiers encamped there, as these soldiers 
were very anxious to secure Spanish souvenirs of some sort. A return trip 
was made to Havana for more buttons and, failing to find any, they bought 
a large lot of paper money issued by one of the Spanish banks in Havana at 
about five cents on the dollar. This paper money was uncirculated and for 
this reason did not sell at all to the soldiers in Tampa, who wanted “used” 
money. As they had considerable capital tied up in their last venture, it 
was necessary to place this uncirculated currency in “used” condition. A 
grocery store supplied them with a pound of coffee and a tobacco shop a 
package of snuff. They took these purchases to their room, borrowed a 
coffee pot from the landlady and boiled some coffee. A roomer, down the 
hall, smelling the coffee, came in to ask for a cup and coffee was served all 
around. They had a pleasant chat, the neighbor retired to his room, more 
coffee and water was put in the pot, and when it was boiling, the package 
of snuff and the currency were thrown in. The idea was to allow this mix- 
ture to color the paper money over night, dry out the pieces in the morning 
and take their stock of “used” currency to the camps the next day. The 
two boys retired, but during the night their dreams were interrupted by 
loud groans coming down the hall. Upon investigation they found that the 
neighbor that had partaken of a cup of coffee with them was seriously ill 
with cramps and, fearing death, had one of them rush for a doctor, while 
the other telegraphed for a son in another city to come immediately. The 
doctor immediately asked the neighbor what he had recently drank or eaten, 
and the neighbor stated that perhaps he had drank too much coffee, because 
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during the night he had gone to the boys’ room for another cup and, finding 
them asleep, had helped himself to one. 

“You mean to tell us that you drank from that pot after we had gone to 
bed?” 

“Yes.” 

“Did it not taste queer to you?” 

“Yes, a little, but I did not notice it much. You see, I am a great coffee 
drinker and I just could not go to sleep unless I had another cup, and I knew 
it would be all right with you, so I did not wake you up.” 

“My guns, man, that coffee pot is jammed with snuff, coffee, and paper 
money! ” 

A stomach pump soon eased the patient, but the doctor said he had had a 
very close call. 

The “used” money was readily sold the next day to the souvenir hunters 
at the camps.

The Rumanian Parliament has voted that the head of Queen Marie shall 
appear on the reverse of a special issue of 50 and 25 lei gold pieces ordered 
struck in London to commemorate the coronation of King Ferdinand as the 
first sovereign of Greater Rumania. The King’s head will appear on the 
'Obverse of the coins.

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THE CHARLOTTE MINT. 

The following sketch of the establishment of the Charlotte Mint was pub- 
lished in the Charlotte (N. C.) Observer recently. It was sent to us by 
Charles C. Cheek, of Sanford, N. C., one of the District Secretaries of the 
A. N. A., who writes as follows: 

“I remember very well in the early nineties that my father would send 
the gold taken from the Cagle & Burns mines, in the northern part of Moore 
county, to Charlotte to the assay office. These mines are about thirty-five 
miles northwest of Pinehurst, the famous resort, and although Pinehurst is 
situate in what is known as the “sand hill” belt, the mines are in a very 
hilly or mountainous section, the change from clay to sand occurring be^ 
tween these two points.’* 

When “Gold Rush” Was On in Pie<lniont Cai*olina. 

It has not been a hundred years since the “Piedmont gold rush” fiourished 
and resulted in Congress establishing a branch of the Philadelphia mint in 
Charlotte. Holes were being dug all over Mecklenburg county, and counties 
surrounding it, in search of the valuable glittering metal. A five-year 
struggle was started by miners which finally ended when Congress author- 
ized that $50,000 be appropriated for the erection of a “Charlotte mint.” 

This was the origin of Charlotte’s mint, which today is only a figure of 
speech. The shining substance is no longer sought and no money has been 
minted here since the Civil War. But on West Trade street a handsome 
white building which was once the mint stands as a monument to Carolina’s 
“own gold rush.” Many architects have termed the rugged old building 
the most beautiful in the city. Surely it is constructed as substantially as 
any. A walk through its corridors reveals several foot-thick pillows. The 
basement resembles some medieval castle. 

After the five-year struggle by gold miners in Mecklenburg, Anson, Union, 
Cabarrus, Rutherford and Davidson counties, Charlotte was designated as a 
site for a branch of the Philadelphia mint by Congress on November 25, 
1835. The site for the building on West Trade street was bought for $1,500. 
This property is valued at least a half million dollars today. 

Carolina’s fight for a mint was somewhat hindered by the fact that a 
Rutherford company was minting gold pieces. When the Charlotte mint 
was opened this practice was discontinued. On July 27, 1837, the Charlotte 
mint opened for business with a huge demonstration. At the time North 
Carolina gold production was valued at $500,000, with a mining cost of 
$150,000 annually. 

On July 27, 1844, while the roof was being repaired, the building caught 
fire and was partly destroyed. The Government balked at reconstructing it, 
but D. M. Barrington, representative in Congress from this district, got a 
bill through authorizing $25,000 to be expended for rebuilding the burned 
mint. Although the Government allowed $25,000 for the rebuilding of the 
mint. Green W. Caldwell, the superintendent, succeeded in having the work 
done for only $20,000. Mr. Caldwell was highly complimented by the Gov- 
ernment, and The Jeffersonian, the Charlotte newspaper at that time, carried 
commendatory editorials about Mr. Caldwell’s part in getting the mint re- 
constructed. 

Prom the time of its opening in 1837, to May 21, 1861, the day following 
North Carolina’s secession from the Union, when it was disbanded, 
$5,059,188 in gold was minted in Charlotte. All the metal was mined in 
this section, indicating the immenseness of the “Piedmont’s gold boom.” 

The Civil War proved disastrous to Charlotte’s mint. It has never been 
reopened as a United States mint. During the war, the Confederates used 
the building as naval oflfices. This was partly responsible for the movement 
from Norfolk to Charlotte of the Confederates States navy yard, making 
Charlotte the only inland city ever to possess a “navy yard.” 

When the South surrendered, the former mint was used as offices for 
Federal armies in this section during the reconstruction period. After the 
Federals disbanded, the building was turned into an assay office. It re- 
mained such until a few years ago. Until the removal of the Eighth district 
prohibition offices from Charlotte to Richmond, its aged walls housed the 
movements of prohibition enforcement workers in this section.
